No smoke—no smokestack—for 
Bristol’s most modern housing scheme 


Architect; Albert H. Clarke, F.R.J.B.A., A.M.P.T.1. 
City Architect, Bristol 


HE 400 flats of the Redcliffe Precinct development are an 

impressive new landmark in Bristol, standing at the very 

heart of a district which has been planned as the city’s 
newest smoke-controlled area. The flats are provided with 
central heating and constant hot water from a central boiler- 
house—and the fuel chosen to fire the boilers is coa/. But the 
chimney which traditionally marks the location of a boiler- 
house is hidden from the Redcliffe skyline. You'll see no 
smoke clouds drifting on the wind. For the six modern boilers 
which heat 6,000 gallons of water a day for the Redcliffe flats 
produce no smoke, although they have been burning 300 tons 
of coal a year, and will burn much more as the development 
reaches completion. 
The National Coal Board is proud of the fact that coal, in 
competition with other fuels, was chosen for heating purposes 
in this major housing project. Mr. D. F. Pexton, the Board’s 
Divisional Marketing Director, looks upon Redcliffe as a 
graphic illustration of how coal—properly burned with 
modern equipment—is proving itself to be the most economi- 
cal and efficient fuel for present-day needs. 


CLEAN AIR 

“Smoke and grime are no longer an inevitable outcome of 
burning coal,” he states. “The days of burning any type of 
coal any old how, without thought for the power wasted or 
the smoke produced, are gone. A lot of progress has been 
made since then in methods of burning, and power engineers 
now know that the right kind of coal used with the right kind 
of equipment produces maximum efficiency, maximum value 
for money—and does not pollute the atmosphere.” 

R. W. Gregory and Partners of Manchester acted as Heating 
Consultants for the scheme, and the Redcliffe boilerhouse is 
equipped with ‘Suxé’ burners, which are specially designed to 
burn the cheaper grades of anthracite. This is a naturally 
smokeless fuel, but all modern furnaces—from the huge chain 
grate stokers used in large industrial plants to the small in- 
stallations burning a few hundredweights a week for flat or 
office heating—can burn bituminous coals without producing 
smoke. By controlling draughts and regulating combustion 
rates all the smoky gases given off by burning coals are 





Waring and Francombe Houses, recently completed, together 
with Underdown House, form the largest single block in the 
400-flats first stage of the Redcliffe development 


consumed in the furnace. 

This control is frequently fully automatic—as with the 
Redcliffe boilerhouse, which virtually runs itself. The burners 
are regulated by a thermostat which operates according to the 
temperature of the outside air. The colder the temperature 
out in the open, the more heat the burners produce, and vice 
versa, thus assuring the tenants of the Redcliffe flats of com- 
fortable living conditions whatever the weather. The burners 
also bank themselves down automatically at night and open 
themselves up again in the morning. 

Coal is fed into the boilers by gravity, and one daily filling of 
the feed hoppers provides sufficient fuel for a whole day's 
operation. The filling is also done automatically by means of 
an electrically driven travelling loader, with push-button 
controls, which has been specially designed for this boiler- 
house. The coal is, in fact, ‘untouched by human hand’ from 
the time that it is mechanically cut from the coal face until 
it is burned on the firebeds. 


NO LABOUR TROUBLES 

The boilerhouse, which will eventually provide a central 
heating system for the whole of the first stage of the Redcliffe 
development, is located in the basement of Canynge House. 
Four boilers were originally installed here, two more having 
since been added to meet peak demands when the scheme is 
completed. Hot water for domestic purposes and central 
heating in the newly completed and separate 170-flat block is 
pumped by underground pipes from Canynge House. Further 
pipes will feed the third block of 100 flats which will complete 
the first stage. Work on these has already begun. By centraliz- 
ing the boiler installations in this way, coal delivery, handling 
and storage are simplified and maintenance made considerably 
easier. 

This modern heating and hot water system makes a minimum 
demand on the time of the caretaker and his assistant who are 
responsible for its operation.A few minutes each day has been 
sufficient to keep the boilers running at peak efficiency without 
further supervision and it is not anticipated that boiler 
operation will be appreciably more arduous even when all 400 
flats are connected

BULLSEYES AND MAGPIES 


OT least of the advantages of the Bovis method of 
contracting is the fact that those associated with it 
tend to be able to take a more comprehensive and 


forward-looking attitude to the whole building industry than 
the majority. The address given recently by Harry Vincent, 
chairman of Bovis Holdings, and reported on page 687, while 
no doubt deliberately provocative, bears this out. 

Admittedly, he hardly strengthens his argument by in- 
dulging in the all too familiar task of criticising the archi- 


tectural profession, and in sneering at professionalism. He 
considers it extraordinary that the RIBA should arrange the 
same scale of both bad architects. The 
RIBA, of course, does nothing of the sort: it fixes a minimum 
fee only, a fee which, it reckons (when it did reckon 
enable an architect to give his client dedicated, competent, 
professional advice without having rigorously to measure the 
economic time available for the job. Architects can 
charge over the minimum scale of fees. That they do not do 
so more often is because they have adulterated professional 
standards with architectural assistants, which enables architects 
to develop offices more famed for their quantity of work than 
for their quality. 

One of Mr. Vincent’s more “Amports ant proposals i is the c1 
of a “ project supervisor,” a university-trained man 
with a general foreman under him, will be responsible for 
everything on the building site and will work there, 
in the head office. Under him, Mr. Vincent suggests, 
not be craftsmen but building workers; men “ of many parts ” 
with a “streamlined training in the general handling of 
modern equipment and materials.” Both these changes sound 
good sense, and the creation of project supervisor ties up with 
Mr. Vincent’s more familiar suggestion that architects and 
builders and quantity surveyors should be educated together 
and have more site training, so that architects become rather 
more literally “‘ head builders.”’

Patent Glazing 

The Patent Glazing Conference has started 
the publication of a folder of technical data 
The first sheets deal with aluminium alloy 
and lead clothed steel glazing bars, other 
sheets will deal with galvanised steel bars 
ind flat roof lighting. The object of the 
conference is to assemble all the essential 
data on patent glazing, a very worthy object. 
It must be added that the folder would be 
of greater use if it were to the Ad4 size, 
ind properly classified.

Sliding Windows 

Hopes are now making jn this country a 
series of sliding windows in aluminium 
They are based on American de- 
signs by the Gridwall company and are 
being marketed under the trade name of 
Glide. The glazed units slide on nylon 


frames 


rollers with stainless steel spindles, and 
both are double weatherproofed all round 
by vinyl plastic extrusions set inside their 
frames: meeting stiles interlock on a fur- 
ther plastic extrusion. Light and heavy duty 
versions are made, the former with each 
leaf up to 5 ft. square, the latter up to 
8 ft. high by 6 ft. wide each leaf. The 
windows can be joined by mullion and 
transom sections and can also be arranged 
to accommodate double glazing. Standard 
finish of the aluminium js as extruded, but 
it can be anodised at extra cost. (Henry 
Hope & Sons Ltd., Smethwick, Birmineham.) 


Oil-fired Boilers 

The Potterton AOA 42 is a domestic oil 
fired boiler with a maximum output of 
42,000 B.Th.U. per hour, and is suitable 
for the average house. It is fitted with a 
new type of pressure jet burner which is 
claimed to be very quiet. It has a self- 
regulating damper at the burner air inlet 
which deals with a wide range of draught 
conditions, reduces the cooling of the chim 
ney gases and does away with the need 
for a draught stabiliser at the flue outlet 
The standard boiler costs £120, and there 
is also a small bore unit with the same 
rated output but incorporating a pump and 
lockshield valve inside the casing: this costs 
£158. The boiler has cast iron waterway 
sections and is housed in an enamelled sheet 
steel casing. Fuel is domestic kerosene 
(Thomas Potterton Ltd., 20 Buckhold Road 
London, S.W.18.) 


Windows for Housing 

Most architects will be familiar enough with 
the Carda window. A less expensive type 
is now being produced for domestic use, 
and it can be hinged top, bottom or sides, 
or else horizontally pivot hung. A simple 
form of double glazing is used, and glazing 
is carried out at the factory so that the 
window arrives on site ready for fixing 
The air space between the glasses is 1{ in 
and a desiccant capsule is inserted at the 
factory, the manufacturers claiming that 
it will last for a considerable time and that 
anyway it is easy to replace. Prices start 
at £6 19s. for a 254 by 404 in. window and 
rise to £10 3s. for a 484 in. square version 
(Holcon Ltd., 21 Mackenzie Street, Slough 
Bucks.) 


Solid Fuel Fire 

The Burnall underfloor draught fire, an 
addition to the Baxi range. is designed to 
burn all kinds of solid fuel and to replace 
the Baxi coke and raised fire models. The 
Burnall is made with a lift out ash box 
outside ash pit, both of which need 
emptying only once or twice a week, or 
the deep ash pit which needs emptying only 
at intervals of two or three months.

The increased use of gamma and x-ray 


equipment has raised for architects the 


relatively unfamiliar problem of how to 


prevent the rays from this equipment 


from passing to adjoining rooms. In this 
article the author, D. A. Stewart, a consult-

This article is concerned, not with the assessment of 
the thickness and density of the shield to be provided 
(for this will be explained by the client) but with the 
technical problem which arises from providing the 
usual degree of shielding. Also it is limited to shields 
against gamma and x-rays and therefore is not con- 
cerned with the attenuation of neutrons and with the 


consequent need to keep the hydrogen content up 


Method of construction 
There are three methods of shield of 


concrete. It can be made of plain or interlocking blocks 


constructing a 


of fairly large dimensions. It can be made of small 


blocks of brick proportions. Lastly, it can be made 


of cast in situ concrete. The first of these methods ts 
seldom used as it involves masonry techniques. Only 
the second and third alternatives, therefore, are dealt 
with in this article and the second only briefly 

Use of precast concrete blocks 

Precast concrete blocks will usually be delivered to the 
site by some specialist firm. Whatever the type of block 
used, they must be laid so as to provide no free path 
between the radiation source and the outer face of the 
wall. They will usually be dry laid and it is important 
to establish the position of the source of radiation as 
regards distance from the wall and its height above the 
floor. While the rectangular prism type of block can 
be used successfully at certain levels in respect to the 
source, it is desirable to use blocks which can bond 
mechanically in two planes at other levels.

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The prevention of cracks is particularly important in 
shielding work. The cracks which develop in maturing 
concrete frequently result from overall shrinkage or 
sudden concentrations of stress. Shrinkage results from 
loss of water by evaporation or because of tempera- 
ture changes. In the process of hardening, the chemical 
reaction between the cement and water increases the 
temperature of the whole mass of newly placed con- 
crete and, with this rise in temperature, the concrete 
tends to expand. As time goes on the chemical action 
and at the 


As contraction due to cooling 


decreases and the concrete starts to cool 


Same time, contract 
proceeds, the concrete is also losing water and drying 
shrinkage begins to add its quota to the total shrink- 
age. This total shrinkage can induce large forces with- 
in the concrete resulting in the formation of cracks. 
Cracking in mass walls is largely caused by the exces- 
sive use of cement and water: it is, therefore, advis- 
able to use a reasonably lean mix, designed princi- 
pally with workability in mind, at a low water content 
For instance, a 6:1 


per unit volume of concrete mix

Cracking may be controlled or at worst limited in 
other ways.

This is most undesirable for two reasons. 
1. The density of the mortar which contains the 
bulk of the water in the mix is always appreciably 
less than that of the whole concrete. 
2. The original mix contained too much mortar, 
i.e. excessive water, sand and cement. This excess 
cement and water will cause shrinkage and other 
undesirable characteristics as, for example, the 
development of an unnecessarily large amount of 
heat during the process of hardening. 
A mix whose ingredients are correctly balanced will 
not segregate under vibration even when the period of 
treatment is greatly extended beyond that required to 
bring about normal compaction. This means that when 
the viscosity of the mix is reduced by the vibration 
the whole of the coarse material does not sink to the 
bottom of the mould and express from its mass the 
excess fine materials. What should happen, and does 
happen in practice when the quantities in the mix are 
correctly proportioned, is that as the coarse aggre- 
gates close up, the mortar associated with them flows 
into and through the void openings between the stones 
so as to fill completely the interstices in the compacted 
coarse material.

The Housing Needs of Old People 


by Mary Empson

“ The housing needs of old 
people are different from 
those of families,” said the 
Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. An 
examination of some houses 
and flats built for the old 
Suggests that not everyone 
may be clear as to what the 
differences are. For those 
who have not yet studied 
the problems to which old 
age gives rise, this article 
describes how they affect 
the design and equipment of 
a house.

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Local authorities usually regard anyone of pensionable age 
men over 65 and women over 60) as eligible for housing 
reserved for old people, and this connection with the age of 
retirement may account for the fact that the needs of the 
really old are so seldom reflected in houses built for them. 
Yet it is now the generally accepted social policy that people 
should live in their own homes into advanced old age, if 
possible to the end of their lives. (It is not always realised 
that only 1-3 per cent of people over 65 are being cared for 
in residential homes.) Special housing for the elderly should 
therefore be planned not for active sixty-year-olds, but for 
those who hope to lead an independent life throughout their 
eighties and even later. 

Siting, planning and equipment of these houses must take 
account of physical changes associated with increasing age. 
Slowing down of actions and reactions, often accompanied 
by rheumatic or arthritic conditions affecting the joints, 
make bending, reaching and stretching difficult. Inability to 
grip makes it hard to turn door handles and taps. Failing 
sight, impaired balance and a tendency to giddiness are all 
possibilities calling for special precautions against risk of 
accidents. As people become less active they feel the cold 
more: a constant even warmth throughout the whole dwelling, 
becomes therefore of the first importance. Finally, many old 
people outlive relatives and friends, and find themselves 
alone at a time when loneliness may seem of all ills the hardest 
to bear. They must then depend on the interest and help of 
neighbours, and for this reason it is not advisable to group 
together too many of the special houses and flats. 

The ideal is small groups of bungalows or flats interspersed 
among other types of housing and as near as possible to shops 
and other facilities. Small becoming available in 
town centres through slum clearance or redevelopment can 
also be used because there are always old people who prefer 


sites 


to live in the town rather than on an outlying housing estate. 
Unless the dwellings are close to shops old people will 
eventually be unable to do their own shopping and a major 
interest and activity will be denied them.

Finally, since the old will gradually spend more and more 
time indoors, the outlook should be lively and interesting, 
with a cheerful south or south-west aspect wherever possible.

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Heating 

In this context heating requires special consideration. Old 
people feel the cold; they can take little exercise and spend 
much time sitting in one room, It is not enough, however, 
to heat this one room only; changes of temperature are bad 
for old people, who should not be expected to dress and 
undress in a cold bedroom, or to wash in a cold bathroom. 
Someone living on the basic pension of £2 10s. od. a week 
cannot afford a gas or electric fire whenever additional heat 
is needed. The ideal answer is central heating, which can 
heat the entire dwelling at a cost per week in fuel of no 
more than the price of a bag of coal, and which is also the 
safest form of heat, a matter of importance to old people 
living alone. The belief that elderly people would be unhappy 
without an open fire is not confirmed by those tenants who 
have had experience of central heating in modern flats; 
they have found that the advantages outweigh the dis- 
advantages. Certainly, a striking improvement in the mobility 
of arthritic old people has been observed after their removal 
to centrally heated accommodation. 

As well as flats, small groups of bungalows can be heated 
from a central boiler, and in bungalows which do not form 
part of an easily heated group it is possible to use hot water 
from the back boiler to heat at least a radiator in the bedroom 
and a towel-rail in the bathroom. If the hot water cylinder 
is placed in a cupboard in either the kitchen or the hall, 
background heat will be provided in most of the dwelling 
with little if any additional cost in fuel. In such cases the 
living-room grate needs to be chosen with care, for in many 
appliances the ashpan front is too heavy for old people to 
lift easily; both the draught control and the ashpan itself

should be easy to manipulate, and the grate should have 
fittings to take a British Standard fireguard. It is better to 
provide an intermittent rather than an all-night burning 
appliance, because the fire is rarely kept in all night. In 
designing a fuel store the aim should be one under cover 
from which the fuel can be taken without stooping. 


Fittings and Equipment 

Recommended standards for room sizes are contained in 
Housing Manuals issued by the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government. In the detailed design of such things as 
windows, cupboards and baths, or the position of light 
switches, power plugs and meters, it is essential that the 
architect should bring his imagination to bear on the physical 
effects of growing old. If window fasteners and cupboard 
handles are placed much higher than § ft. the tenant will

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have to climb on a chair or steps to reach them. Eighty per 
cent of fatal home accidents to old people are falls, and a 
fall that is not fatal may leave someone seriously crippled; 
yet in countless flats and bungalows designed for the old 
there are shelves 6 ft. and more from the floor, and opening 
lights of windows (particularly those above the sink or bath) 
which are out of reach. In such dwellings a common sight 
is a little pair of steps. Less dangerous, but equally incon- 
venient to anyone who cannot bend or kneel with ease, are 
electric plugs at skirting level, or a slot meter on the floor 
at the back of an unlit cupboard. 


Windows 

These should not be too large. Apart from loss of heat and 
cost of curtaining, a large window may give a sense of 
exposure and insecurity, particularly in a ground-floor 
dwelling. A french window, whether to garden or balcony, 
is better liked if not glazed to the ground. 

Old people have an extreme dislike of draughts and often 
object to feeling fresh air entering a room. Centre-hung 
pivot windows which cannot be opened without admitting 
air at the bottom tend to be unpopular. Sash windows, which 
provide admirably for ventilating at ceiling level, may be 
too heavy to manage. Casement windows are probably the 
most satisfactory, but they should be combined with an 
upper ventilating light, so that air can be admitted at a 
height where it is least felt. It must be possible to open such 
a light without reaching up: even if the window top is well 
below ceiling level, a piece of furniture or the kitchen sink 
in front of the window may put the fastener out of reach. 
A cord or pulley, or some similar device, will be needed on 
all such openings. 

The living-room window-sill should be low enough to enable 
anyone sitting in an easy chair to watch in comfort what is 
going on outside. Casements opening about Io in. above the 
window-sill are convenient from the point of view of placing 
things there, but make the cultivation of window-boxes 
below outer sill level virtually impossible. Perhaps the 
solution to this problem is to provide window-boxes only on 
balconies. A tiled sill inside is a good place for plant pots. 

It is important to relate bedroom windows to the proposed 
position for the bed, because old people may have to spend 
some time in bed. A window opposite the foot of the bed is 
trying to the eyes, while one too near the head is likely to 
be regarded as draughty. The ideal position allows anyone 
lying in bed to see out without being too directly in the line 
of light or air. 


Cupboards 

The governing consideration for shelves and kitchen cup- 
boards is that an object placed at the back of a shelf more 
than 5 ft. in height will be beyond the reach of many old 
people. The space between the cupboard top and the ceiling 
is better boarded in so that it cannot be used as storage 
space or require dusting. A built-in hanging cupboard in the 
bedroom is an advantage, as the tenant is then not obliged 
to introduce a wardrobe which may be bulky and old- 
fashioned. However small the dwelling, a broom-cupboard 
is essential, and it should be large enough to take a small 
vacuum sweeper. 


Baths 

Because of stiffened joints and lack of balance most old 
people have difficulty both in stepping into the bath and in 
getting up if they sit down in it. Some like a sitz-bath, 
but this must be either sunk into the floor or fitted with a 
step or platform to enable the user to get in. A shower 
fitted with a seat and hand-spray is another possibility. It 
is an advantage of the shared bathrooms provided in a 
flatlet block that alternatives of this kind can be offered. 



































In ordinary bungalows and flats it is probably best to supply 
a very-low-sided bath (there is one on the market which 
measures 15 in. from floor to rim) with a fitted seat. In any 
case, a hand-grip must be fitted to the wall beside the bath, 
and it is a help if an opening can be cut in the outer panel 
to allow the bath rim to be gripped (this is preferable to 
a hand-grip on the outer edge which is in the way of anyone 
getting in). A self-adjusting plug makes stooping over the 
bath unnecessary. Lever taps are preferable for bath, basin 
and sink. 
A low w.c. pedestal should be avoided, and hand-grips on 
both sides may be needed. 


Light Points and Switches 


Dark corners and ill-lit stairs and lobbies are dangerous. It 
is particularly important to provide a light fitting or a point 
for a lamp near the intended position for the bedhead (it is 
astonishing how often this is omitted). Projecting switches 
are more easily found by feel than those flush with the wall 


Door Fittings 


Lever handles are easier to use. A bolt on the front door 
should not be placed at the top or bottom, where it would be 
difficult to reach. A letter-box inside will ensure that letters 
do not have to be picked up from the floor. Steps up to the 
door, as well as any form of weather sill which might. cause 
stumbling, should be avoided if possible 


Social Needs 


The problems of old age, whether physical or mental, press 
hardest on those living alone. To them old age may bring 
not only loneliness but insecurity, the fear of not being able 
to look after themselves, and the dread of losing thei: 
independence. Housing for old people should therefore be 
planned to lessen loneliness and give a sense of security. 
To some extent this can be done by integrating the dwellings 
with ordinary housing, but even the best of neighbours have 
family preoccupations and cannot always be at hand. For 
those who may come to need more help than a neighbour 
can undertake to give, the arrangement whereby a group of 
old people’s bungalows or flats has the services of a warden 
living near-by provides an excellent solution. Individual 
dwellings should be connected with the warden’s house by 
a bell: in practice these bells are seldom used, but there is 
no doubt that the knowledge that someone can be called 
in an emergency is very reassuring. The warden is there not 
to replace the home-help or district nurse, but to provide 
unobtrusive help of a personal kind, help which might range 
from drawing a pension or shopping, to hanging curtains or 
washing hair. 
Loneliness can be further combated by the provision of a 
small common-room, perhaps with an attractive open fire, 
where people may meet for a game of cards, to watch tele- 
vision or join in a weekly “ social.” 
Many old people find the mere proximity of neighbours in 
the same building reassuring, and this is an advantage in 
particular of flatlet blocks, where bed-sitting rooms open 
off a common corridor. It is possible to design this corridor 
with small seating spaces where a couple of comfortable 
chairs may encourage neighbourly conversation. 


Conclusion 
This list of points to watch when designing housing for th 
old contains much that may seem self-evident or trifling 
Yet the convenience of daily life depends on many sma! 
matters as well as on such fundamentals as good heating 
There is no doubt that attention to the kind of detail de 
with here does much to ensure the comfort and well-bei 
of elderly tenants.

These days architects are 
often asked to design 
dwellings on small and im- 
probable sites. Many such 
houses are being built in 
the grounds of old houses. 
which is, as the Minister of 
Housing recently pointed 
out, one way of overcoming 
the present land shortage. 
This single-storey house 
takes maximum advantage 
of its small plot, the former 
greenhouse and _ kitchen 
garden of an old country 
mansion. 
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APPRAISAL: In recent years the growing scarcity of building 
land has prompted many owners of large houses set in 
comfortable grounds to carve up their gardens and out- 
buildings to provide plots for new dwellings. The resulting 
development is all too often squalid and depressing. Scale 


is destroyed, the new buildings appear vulgar or incongruous 
or both), and the original setting and landscape are totally 
destroyed. Yet the principle of grafting new dwellings onto 
these old properties is by no means unsound, and given care 
and restraint in the design, the results can be most pleasing. 
In this example, the architect has most carefully preserved 
the essential scale of the setting. No red pantiled roof 
glowers over the garden wall in sultry defiance of the nearby 
older mansion. This new house is unobtrusive and quite 
appropriate in its peaceful, secluded garden. Occupying the 
site of a former greenhouse its long frontage faces due south 
and thus benefits from maximum sunlight. Existing changes 
in levels of the ground have been retained and skilfully 
incorporated into the design. With floor-panel heating and 
patent double-glazed units to the larger windows, it is a 
warm and cosy building ideally suited to the requirements of 
the middle-aged client. Although by no means a cheap build 
ing it is not extravagant. The detailing throughout has been 
most carefully considered and if some might consider the 
kitchen somewhat small, or the curious projecting bedroom 
window a trifle meretricious, these would be but minor 
criticisms of a building that generally seems to work 
efficiently and well.

SITE 

The house was to replace a big greenhouse in the grounds of 


a large house now subdivided into flats. 


PLANNING AIMS 





The brick wall, forming the north side of the greenhouse, 
and the west boundary wall of the site have been used as 
the structural external walls of the house. This has given 
a southerly aspect to the house, with the living room wall 
almost fully glazed and opening directly onto the terrace. 
The existing greenhouse was divided into a number of 
different levels and these have been generally retained for 
the new house, a new concrete slab being put down directly 
onto the existing tiled floors. A front entrance drive with a 
covered carport has been formed directly off the existing 
common garage yard to the north of the site, and a trades- 
men’s entrance to the back door is provided through the 
west boundary wall and a small service yard, which is 
screened from the rest of the site by a perforated brick 
screen.

This vast 
programme is of national interest, not only because new roads are so 
badly needed, but also because if they are not handled with infinite 
care, they will certainly ruin much of what remains of our landscape.
